the i>arti(« ha<l thu s the m« « an« imm« ?- 
diap'ly at hand of pn» eu ring the iimtnnt 
arrest and imprisonment of the 
threat« ‘iHHi.’ 
“So, it is the cxu icliiHioii of this « « mrt, 
that a thn'at to prosecu te an ilb« gal 
clalni u nder an u nconstitu tional law, 
wher« * no affidavit has 
fil««d nor ac­ 
tion b« « gu ii, in not du rt« s u nder the law, 
as there? was no immtMllate dang« ?r either 
to the p«*rHon or property , and this « Miurt 
will not asHu nie that a low« ?r(X)u rt wou ld 
« •airy ou t its threat of pr« MM« eutioii u nder 
su ch a law, none having l» een liegu n. 
“A cou rt, u nder the circu iiiitaiio« « 
doseTilssl in th« * p« *tition, « hou hl leave 
the iNtrfies in the « itu ation in which 
they have pla« '<« d th« « m« elves, as the 
qn« « tion now « ou ght to Is* litigated 
(xmld have ls««<n jn« t u s well litigated iu 
a defeiiHti to any action that might lie 
brou ght to enforce the law, as in this 
action, and plaintiff in error, by iwy itig, 
as he did, waiv« « d his right to now have 
tlie qu « « tion litigatfst. and his {>ay ni« « nt 
was volu ntary . 
"To hold iithi'rwise might tie u p large 
amou nt« of money re« inired for the ex­ 
pense of govemnu *nt, and wher« ? paid 
u nder prot« « t pi« *vent its exp« ?itditu re 
u ntil after the statu te of limitation l)e- 
<5am«? a bar. 
"The possible inju ry that (» u ld have 
afx!ru « « d to plaiiitiff wou ld not su stain a 
finding of tm-t that he acted u nder 
u ndu e influ ence and was not a free 
agent in making pay ment, and the de­ 
mu rrer will hi* su stained. 
"I wou ld have been ju stifiable in dis­ 
posing of this matter as I do by simply 
qu oting from 27 G. S., 580. where the 
cou rt say s: 
“ If a i» arty can have his day in 
cou rt tsdore pay m« « nt, and does not 
avail himself of it, he r.anu ot be allowed, 
afriu isirmitting that opptirtu u ity to 
pass by , to maintain an action to re­ 
cover bai;k. ’ 
“Bu t the (« arnestness and indu stry of 
cou nsel opposing this deiimrrer entitles 
his claim to carefu l au d fu ll inv« « tiga- 
tion, and this I have given it, and the 
reasons for my u u nclnsiu iis I have al- 
r« 5a<ly meiition« id.”

THE FADS AND PECULIARITIES OF 
WRITERS AND COMPOSERS. 


lanuuiprabl« W'oy « of Siipply lac Mental

It is not an easy niattf'r to try to draw 
the frouth-r line of insanity. 
Although 
( <*rtain psyoiiologitrta, b asing their opin­ 
ion on the phyaioaJ anomalies and ec­ 
centricities of m ind ob served in men of 
genius, claim , w ith apparont reason, 
that genius and Insanity are the same 
thing, it is going to excess to consider 
vriters 
and artists insane in whom 
quei r traits and little m anias app< ar. 
In this r*« i)ect Ixtmb roso and his disci­ 
ples have gone too far, their tend(;ucy 
b eing to make no distinction b (;tw(?en 
genius and talent. 
Genius is an anomaly, b ut an anom­ 
aly that the whole world is satisfied to 
admire. 
It is constituted b y the exag­ 
gerated development of a single faculty, 
nsnally at the exT>cnse of the others. 
This is the cause of the imperfections of 
these b rilliant meteors and the explana- 
tion of their d**generacy on other points. 
Essentially sfxiutam'ous and original 
genius is a natural phenomenon that we 
oanunt explain, although it is unques­ 
tionab ly tho r(*sult of natural cans« « . 
Talent is differ* ut. 
It is the fn iit of 
work aud sustained application, aud it 
can b e acquired and developed at any 
time. 
At the pres**nt day, for instance, 
thf*re are few men of genius among 
painters, and yet they alm ost all have 
talent. 
The consequence is that 
the 
gr» mtcr numb er of the paintings in our 
exhib itions are pleasing to us, although 
no exceptional work tills ua w ith adm i­ 
ration and reveals a paiutor of genius. 
Actions, therefore, iu appearance ex­ 
traordinary do not w arrant us in infer­ 
ring in.eauity on the part of those who 
accomplish them , especially as these ac­ 
tions, howevi r ab normal they may seem 
at first, are often very rational aud jus­ 
tifiab le. 
Thus, in order to b e aide to meditate 
at their ease, inauy w riters iiiHist oÿ not 
b eing disturts'd b y anything and s*H*k 
seclusion. 
Muntaigne, in his moments 
of inspiration, u« **d to run out of hie 
house and go and shut him self up in an 
old tower, into which no one else enter* 
e<l. 
Jean Jacijues Roussi'uu used to 
m editate in the fields wliile gatliering 
flowers in the sunsliine. 
In « irder t(> 
stmt out tlie noise ot the worhl he hke<l 
to b ury himself in the hay or close hi** 
» •ars w ith c(<ttoii. 
Others can only comjxise w ith sncci'si 
in ill*’midst of tumults. Tho celelirati d 
Italian composer Ciniarosa was of tht» * 
iinmb iT, and only found the fine motives 
of lii.s ojH'ras in the m idst of the joys 
and noise of tlio crowd. 
Huch was also the professor of whom 
Felix liegnanlt says that ho could only 
lecture in tho midst of a great racket. 
When his scholars wished to m anifot 
against liini, they k(pt ab solute silenc» , 
as under sncii conditions he was inca 
pab lo of m aking an addition even. 
Ju.st as noise stim ulates the b ruin of 
some, motion quickens thè circulation 
of otho(s, whence tho largo nuiuU'r of 
pt'rsons who cun only compose while 
exercising. 
Ampere could not explain 
clearly » ven th© things he knew b est 
unless the action of his b rain was helped 
b y exercise. 
Victor Hugo, w hile com 
posing, walked ab out m uttering to him 
W'lf. 
in our day many w riters prefer to 
walk. 
Catullo Meudes walks up and 
down, and then w rites at his de.sk; Jean 
Ijonib aril, tho well known w riter, who 
died a few years ago, walked a gn a t 
deal; M istral, the Provencal poet, com­ 
poses while walking. 
On tho other hand, certain writ* ts 
avoid all motion, prob ab ly on account 
of their weak constitutions, an d ln on le r 
to stim ulate tho b rain circulation put 
themwdves in a horizontal position. For 
example, Dt'scartes, who used to lie 
down motionless, and Cujas, who could 
only work profitab ly lyiug ou hii atom- 
ach on the carpet. 
A whole class of w riters, Théophile 
G autier, Baudelaire, Francois Copp**e 
and Hcacciiii, re*piire tlie pr**MPuco of 
cats to write. 
G autier used to linve as 
many as 12 or 15. 
Leon Cludal writes 
in wooden shoes, iu the society of his 
dog in a garret 
At intervals b e ta.kes 
his dog off for a walk. 
Intellectual stim ulants are 
largely 
used, among which coffee is a great fa­ 
vorite. Lortzing drank b owls of it while 
oomposiug his melodies, and Balzac used 
it to great excess. De Musset, Poe, Ver 
laine and many others preferred ulcohou 
w hile Hchulx'rt wrote his b c'autiful so 
iiutas under the influence of large quaii 
tities of Rhine wine. 
Tob acco smoke is also much useù 
Flaub ert could not w rite a word unti', 
he liad smoked three or four largt* pipes 
and half a dozen very strong cigars. 
Daudet smokes 
euurmuu.sly, 
Catulle 
Meudes smokes cigars w hile writing 
and often hus three or four going at the 
lame time through ab seutiuindediiess. 
P* rfnmes were highly appreciated b j 
Baudelaire, Théophile G autier, Loti aid 
Maizeroy. 
Byron couldn’t w rite witli 


I out having the odor of truffles ab out him 
j and frequently carried his pockets full 
, of them. 
Coop('r acted on his sense oi 
. taste b y filling his mouth w ith honey 


j tab lets and small pieces of licorice 
, Carolu!) Durali and Aime Morot worked 


I themselves up b efore painting b y play­ 
ing the piaiio'and organ. Darwin pre­ 
ferred the violin. 
Tho singularitie.s, qurei' traits and 
even manias to which I have just called 
attention iu w riters aud artists are, if 
one reflects, generally explicab le.

doub t some of them b etray a nervous 
ooudition th;,t is on the lim its of mental 
derangement, b ut as a rule they are sim­ 
ple peculiarities, whcise importance i»* 
exaggerated on account of the pub lic po­ 
sition of the w riter and woulfl not justi­ 
fy iu any « 'use the term insanity, which 
fur this Kasou Lomb roso would like te 
attrib ut« to men of great talent.—Paris 
fleraJd.

thing, it is going to excess to consider 
writers 
and artists insane in whom 
queer traits and Little maniaa appear 
In this respect Lotnbroeo and his disci 
I plea have gone Rio far, their tendency 
: being to make no distinction between 
, genius and talent. 
Genius is att anomaly, but an anorn 
aly that the whole world la satisfied to 
i admire. 
It is constituted by the exag 
gerated development of a single faculty, 
usually at the expense of the others 
This is the cube* of the imperfections of 
these brilliant meteors and the explain! 
lion of their degeneracy on other points. 
Essentially spontaneous and original 
genius is a natural phenomenon that we 
cannot explain, although it is unques 
tionably tho result of natural eauses. 
Talent is different. 
It is the fruit of 
work and sustained application, aud it 
eau bo acquired and developed at any 
time. At the present day, for instance, 
there are few men of genius among 
painters, and yet they almost all have 
talent. 
The consequence is that the 
greater number of the paintings in our 
exhibitions are pleasing to us, although 
no exceptional work fills us with admi 
ration and reveals a painter of genius 
Actious, therefore, in appearance ex 
traordinary do not warrant us iii infer 
ring insanity on the part of those who 
accomplish them, especially as these ac 
tiou*, however abnormal they may seem 
at first, are often very rational aud jus 
tillable. 
Thus, in order to be able to meditate 
at their case, many writers insist op not 
being d istilled by anything and w et 
seclusion. 
Montaigne, in his moments 
of inspiration, used to run out of hie 
house and go and shut himself up in ai 
old tower, into which no one else enter 
ed. 
Jean JaoqueM Rousseau used t i 
meditate iii the fields while gathering 
Mowers in tile sunshine. 
In order to 
shut out the noisa of the world he liked 
to bury himself in the hay or close hi** 
ears with cotton. 
Other* can only compose with snccesi 
in the midst of tumults. Tho celebrated 
Italian composer Cimarosu was of this 
numb' r, and only found the fine motive* 
of Ilia operas in the midst of the joy* 
and noise of the crowd. 
Such was also the professor of whom 
Felix Regnal!]t says that ho could only 
lecture in the midst of a great racket. 
When his Echo!ors wished to manifest 
against him, they kept absolute silence, 
as under such conditions he was inca 
pable of making an addition even. 
Just as noise stimulates the brain of 
some, motion quickens the circulation 
of others, whence tho lurgo number of 
persons who cull only compos* win Ie 
exercising. 
Ampere could not explain 
(early even the things he knew best 
unless the action of his brain wus helped 
by exercise. 
Victor Hugo, while com­ 
posing, walked about muttering to him­ 
self. 
Iii our day many writers prefer to 
walk. 
Cataria Mi odes walks up and 
down, and then writes at his desk; Jean 
Lorn bani, the well known writer, who 
died a few years ago, walked a gnat 
deal; Mistral, the Provencal poet, com­ 
poses While walking. 
On the other hand, certain writers 
avoid ail motion, probably on account 
of their weak constitutions, anil in order 
to stimalnte the brain circulation put 
themselves in a horizontal position. For 
example, Descartes, who used to lie 
down motionless, and (Jujus, who could 
only work profitably lying on his stom­ 
ach on the carpet. 
A whole class of writers, Theophile 
Gautier, Baudelaire, Francois Coppa* 
and Scaocim, require the presence cif 
; cats to write. Gautier used to have as 
! many as 12 or lo. 
Leon Cladal writes 
in wooden shoes, in the society of his 
dog in a garret. 
At intervals he takes 
his dog off for a walk. 
Intellectual stimulants aro 
largely 
used, among which coffee is a great fa­ 
vorite. Lortzing drank bowls of it while 
composing his melodies, and Balzac used 
it to great excess. De Musset, Poe, Ver 
laine and many others preferred alcohol, 
while Schubert wrote his beautiful so 
iiutus under the influence of large quail 
titles of Rhine wine. 
Tobacco smoke is also much use* 
Flaubert could not write a word until 
he had smoked three or four large pipe* 
and half a dozen very strong cigars. 
Daudet smokes enormously, 
Catulic 
Mondos smokes cigars while writing 
and often has three or four going at the 
same time through absentmindedness. 
Perfumes were highly appreciated bj 
Baudelaire, Theophilo Gautier, Loti lad 
Maizeroy. 
Byron couldn’t write with 
I out having the odor of truffles about him 
| aud frequently carried his pockets ful) 
I of them. 
Cooper acted on his sense oi 
. taste by filling his mouth with honey

The following history of this prinoe of 
violin play ers will Interest every lover 
<jf instrum ental music. 
Read it can^- 
fnlly , and then secure y our seats : 
E<1 Remeny i was bom at Moskolc, in 
H ungary , about the y ear 1H40. His mas­ 
ter on the violin was Joseph Bohm, who 
also taught the great Joseph Joa« him. 
D aring the H ungarian uprising, Re- 
menjri, then quite a Ixiy , enlisted as a 
soldier and fought brilliantly ; he be­ 
came aide-de-camp to Gy orgey , when 
the latttw was appointed oominander-in- 
chief of the hero anny of Hungary , and 
thtragh at that time a little lieutenant of 
16 summers, Remeii]!! used to delight 
thti veterans w ith his music, and make 
their hearts glad and brave for the next 
day ’s fray . 
A fter the defeat of the in ­ 
surgent« he had to leave his country , 
ami resolved to go to England. 
On the 
ay he matie the actiuaintance of his 
celebrated country m an, Franz Liszt, 
who, recognizing his genius, btx’ame his 
friend and adristw. 
8<x)u after the 
y oung artist’s arrival in London he was 
apfX)intt*d solo violinist to the quften. 
W hen he obtained his amnesty he re- 
tunnxl to Hungary , where he aftewards 
rectuvtid from the emperor of Austria a 
sim ilar distinction to that granted him 
in England, 
la the meantim e he had 
m ade himself famous by nnmtirons oon- 
ct*rts in the European capitals. His first 
tour of America was be.gun Nov. 11, 
1K7H, and his successes during that and 
the following season are still fresh in the 
m inds of the public. Hince that tim e he 
has made a trium phal tour of the entire 
glolie, combining music w ith circum ­ 
navigation, and charm ing w ith dulcet 
strains natives of the Handwich Islands, 
A ustralia, 
Tasm ania, 
Dutch Indies, 
Java, India, Madras, Oey lon, China, 
Japan, Philippine Islands and South 
A frica, where he rem ained for a period 
of three y ears, returning to Europe for 
the final concerts of the tour in 189 1. It 
is seldom that a man is acctwdtxi the 
privilege of leanxing the exiict amount 
of esteem in which he is held by his fel­ 
low men by ptwusing his ow’ii obituary . 
This curious and unusual experience is 
an incident in th*‘ life of Remeny i, who 
was reported drowned during his ims- 
sage from India to South Africa. 
The 
sadness which this melancholy informa 
tion aroustd through the civiliztd world 
W’as happily dispelUd when six montlis 
later dispatches annouuctd his safe ar­ 
rival at the Cap« i of Good Hope.

There is perhaps no class of remedial 
•gents more abused thau tonioa.

abuse consists both in the excessive use 
and the misapplication of this class of 
agents, which, within a restricted field, 
possess an indisputable and im portant 
therapeutic value. The misuse of tonics 
la doubtless the outgrowth of a miscou- 
oeptioD of the real nature of this class 
of remedial agents and its limitations. 
Many phy siolaus also seem to lose sight 
of the fact that tonics are, as baa been 
aptly said of drugs in general, two edged 
■words, which are as capable of mischief 
as of benefit. Indeed, when the true n a­ 
ture of tonics—as is ti ae, in fact, of most 
medicinal agents—is thoroughly under­ 
stood, It is apparent that even in oases 
in which they aocomplisb the maximum 
of benefit there is also a certain amount 
of injury infiicted upon the organism, 
so that the effect obtained is really and 
simply the difference between the mis­ 
chief done and the good aooomplished. 
If the difference is on one side, the total 
result is benefit; if on the other side, the 
result is barm. 
This principle holds 
good w ith regard to most remeditM, 
whether the means employ ed is a drug 
or a nonmedicinal agent. 
The popular idea of a tonic is well 
expressed in the following definition, 
which we find in the National Medioal 
Dictionary , “ An agent which sngments 
gradually and permanently the strength 
and vital activity of the body or its 
parts.” 
A stim ulant is defined by the 
same authority as being “ an agent which 
Increases the fanctiona) activity of any 
organ or series of organs. ’’ The distinc­ 
tion made seems to be that a stim ulant 
produces temporary excitement, whereas 
• tonic produces a permanent increase 
of strength and vital activity .—Gk>od 
H ealth.

The following history of this prince of 
violin players will Interest every lover 
of instrumental music. 
Read it can 
fully, and then secure your seats : 
Ed Hemenyi was born at Moskolc, in 
Hungary, about the year 1840. His mas 
tor on the violin was Joseph Rohm, who 
also taught the great Joseph Joachim 
During the Hungarian uprising, Re 
menyi, then quite a boy, enlisted as 
soldier and fonght brilliantly; he be 
cairn* aide-de-camp to Qyorgey, when 
the latter was appointed commander-in 
chief of the hero army of Hungary, aud 
though at that time a little lieutenant of 
16 summers, Remenyi used to delight 
the veterans with his music, and make 
their hearts glad and brave for the next 
day’s fray. 
After the defeat of the in 
snrgents ho had to leave his country 
and resolved to go to England. On the 
way he made the acquaintance of his 
celebrated countryman, Franz Liszt 
who, recognizing his genius, became his 
friend and adviser. 
Soon after the 
young artist's arrival in London he was 
appointed solo violinist to the quften 
When he obtained his amnesty he re 
turned to Hungary, where he aftewards 
received from the emperor of Austria 
similar distinction to that granted him 
in England. 
In the meantime he had 
made himself famous by numerous con 
certs in the European capitals. His first 
tour of America was begun Nov. ll 
1878, and his successes during that aud 
the following season are still fresh in the 
minds of the public. Since that time he 
has made a triumphal tour of the entire 
globe, combining music with circum­ 
navigation, and charming with dulcet 
strains natives of the Sandwich Islands 
Australia, 
Tasmania, 
Dutch Indies 
Java, India, Madras, Ceylon, China 
Japan, Philippine Islands and Sooth 
Africa, whore he remained for a period 
of three years, returning to Europe for 
the final concerts of the tour in 1891. It 
is seldom that a man is accorded the 
privilege of learning the exact amount 
of esteem in which he is held by his fel 
low men by perusing his own obituary. 
Tills curious and unusual experience is 
an incident in the life of Remenyi, who 
was reported drowned during his pas­ 
sage from India to South Africa. The 
sadness which this melancholy informa­ 
tion aroused through the civilized world 
was happily dispelled when six months 
later dispatches announced his safe ar­ 
rival at the Cape of Good Hope. Only 
in one respwt has Remenyi’s genuine 
Hungarian nature undergone a change 
for years he has abjured smoking and 
the use of wines and beer.

There is perhaps no class of remedial 
agents more abused than tonios. 
The 
abuse consists both in the excessive use 
and the misapplication of this class of 
agents, whioh, within a restricted field, 
possess an indisputable aud important 
therapeutic value. The misuse of tonios 
is doubtless the outgrowth of a miscon­ 
ception of the real nature of this class 
of remedial agents and Its lim itations 
Many physicians also seem to lose sight 
of the fact that tonios are, as has been 
aptly said of drugs In general, two edged 
■words, which are as capable of mischief 
as of benefit. Indeed, when the true na­ 
ture of tonios—as is true, in fact, of most 
medicinal agents—is thoroughly under­ 
stood, it is apparent that even in cases 
in whioh they accomplish the maximum 
af benefit there is also a certain amount 
of injury inflicted upon the organism, 
so that the effect obtained is really and 
■Imply the difference between the mis­ 
chief done and the good accomplished. 
If the difference is on one side, the total 
result is benefit; if on the other aide, the 
result is barm. 
This principle bolds 
good with regard to most remedies, 
whether the means employed is a drug 
or a nonmedicinal agent. 
The popular idea of a tonic is well 
expressed in the following definition 
which we find in the National Medical 
Dictionary, "An agent whioh angments 
gradually and permanently the strength 
and vita) activity of the body or its 
parts." A stimulant is defined by the 
same authority as being "an agent which 
increases the functional activity of any 
organ or series of organs. ” The distinc 
tlon made seems to be that a stimulant 
produces temporary excitement, whereas 
tonic produces a permanent increase 
of strength and vital activity.—Good 
Health.
